The first reading of Ordi¬ 
nance No. 790 was accom¬ 
plished at the last regular 
Council Meeting, June 27. 

This is the Ordinance that 
will give an increase to your 
water bill in the amount of 
37% per cent. The second 
reading, and the final, will 
take place at the meeting of 
July 11 and will become ac¬ 
tive as of August 11, 1967, 
and most probably will be 
evidenced on the water bill 
that you will receive Sep¬ 
tember 1. Up to the present 
time no .protests have been 
lodged against the new 
water rate increase which Is 
equivalent, in our instance, 
to 5 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation.

MEASLES — on the way OUT! 

In the last column in February we wrote about Measles. 
Since that time more information has become available, 
enough more, so that further discussion of the .important 
disease is warranted. 

For some reason the belief still persists with a great 
many^ people that Measles "is just another childhood dis¬ 
ease." Many parents have not been sufficiently concerned 
when their children display the rash and suffer the fever 
of measles. This may have been natural, bcause until a few 
years ago there was really nothing that could be done to 
prevent this disease. Now the situation has changed. The 
virus that causes measles is found in the secretions of the 
nose and jhroat of infected persons, who discharge virus 
particles into the air when they talk, sneeze or cough. A 
person catches measles by inhaling these virus particles 
or by touching articles that have been in recent contact 
with an infected person. One can spread the disease to 
others for a period of about one week, and this is most 
likely to happen during the time he has the symptoms of 
a "cold," and for the first several days after the rash 
appears. 

Two types of vaccine are available in the United States, 
live attenuated virus vaccine, and inactivated vaccine. 
A!! children one year of age or more should be given the 
live vaccine (before that age the vaccine is less liable to be 
effective). More than 10 million doses of this vaccine have 
been used to date and it has proven to be the one of the 
safest immunizing agents in use.

We have just returned 
from a Sequoia - Yosemite 
tour with 57 In tow in our 
two Greyhound Scenic Cruis¬ 
ers. Water will still run 
high this year ,up to the 
last of July according to 
Rangers. Some of the back 
areas where I used to hike 
will be closed completely 
this year due to washed out 
trails and roads. 

King’s Canyon is hard to 
believe with the King’s 
River running “full steam” 
— all the water white. We 
were the first tour into the 
canyon area because of 
heavy wash out s and the 
missing bridge which will 
be restored sometime this 
summer. 

If you want to really re¬ 
lax plan a stay at Wawona 
. . . it’s quiet and charm¬ 
ing and far from the rush 
and tear of the valley floor. 
VIP Travel Agents here can 
make reservations, for don't 
go in without them. It’s only 
an hour to the valley floor 
and about the same to Gla¬ 
cier point and less into the 
redwoods which in many 
ways are even more start¬ 
ling than the huge giants in 
Sequoia. This will be the 
busiest year yet in both 
parks • . . plan to go as 
early as you can. 

I spent 11 summers in the 
Yosemite area as a guide 
and teacher and can fully 
appreciate the early start for 
the area is getting more 
crowded as the years go by. 

But you don’t have to tour 
to enjoy the wilds . . . Bill 
Wark can tell you that! But 
listen to this "believe it or 
not.” The other afternoon I 
was revamping the Hawai¬ 
ian garden, getting ready 
for it to be used this sum¬ 
mer, when in the back I 
heard a rumpus between 
something and the next door 
neighbor’s dog. I figured at 
last I would catch the dog 
who had been swiping all 
our cat’s food each night. I 
nearly jumped five miles 
when right in front: of me 
coming towards me at a 
rapid rate was a big mother 
coon. 

I rushed into the house to 
get Sassy to see her and 
the two babies. We came 
back under the 60 foot wide 
avocado tree to peer easy 
like at a distance and watch 
it with its young. Sassy 
said two? And lo and be¬ 
hold came a third then a 
fourth and fifth dropped 
down out of the branches. 
They all paraded very nice¬ 
ly to an area right under¬ 


neath our back house. Now 
what to do? 

So when evening came I 
watched for her to come out 
and sure enough she did. I 
found where she went under 
and chased her back under 
the house. Now to get her 
out with young. We .put out 
a dishpan of water and 
some lovely Cubison’s dress¬ 
ing and watcher from next 
door on a ladder. Sure 
enough out they came. Mrs. 
Cubison would flip if she 
saw what they did with her 
dressings! 

Anyhow with strong lights 
we shooed ’em up the drive¬ 
way to the gate . . . open 
the gate . . . and down the 
drive across the boulevard 
. . . Sassy held the flashlight 
while I did the “pushing” 
along if one can call it that. 
The mother leading four 
across the street nearly got 
ran down by passing cars 
who would not stop at our 
signaling and hollaring. 
Where was number five? 
Behind the gate crying . . . 
and then the job of catching 
it . . . rushing it across the 
street to mother — and the 
last we saw was number 
five wobbling up the drive¬ 
way going toward the creek 
a few blocks away. 

So we don’t live near na¬ 
ture, huh, in Sierra Madre? 

On the last trip into Se¬ 
quoia I viewed for the first 
time in 12 years the huge 
burn I visited with a ranger 
when the fire was ire full 
force. It had burned 31 miles 
from the valley floor up in 
the redwoods. I expected to 
see the area all green and 
lovely and to my shock only 
a few bushes had grown ,up 
and as far as the eye could 
see the stark remaining 
dead trees ... a great mon¬ 
ument to carelessness of 
sightseers! And this year 
more than ever watch where 
you camp — put out your 
fire .... be careful every¬ 
where near brush and grass 
for it’s the heaviest all over 
California that it has been 
in 25 years.

The average Californian 
spent less for taxable goods 
and apparently saved more 
during the first three 
months of the year, outting 
the sales gain from a year 
ago to two per cent, the 
smallest first quarter in¬ 
crease since 1961. 

This was the conclusion 
of Richard Nevins, Southern 
California Member of the 
State Board of Equalization, 
who released the taxable 
sales total of $7.8 billion for 
the quarter, up $158 mil¬ 
lion from a year ago. 

Los Angeles County sales 
were $3,086,595 up 1.4 per 
cent from those of the first 
quarter 1966. 

Sierra Madre did not fair 
well at all when the same 
figures showed that the city 
dropped 8.1 per cent over 
the same taxing period; but 
at the same time showed 
that they had increased the 
number of taxable business 
outlets by two.

Rude Awakening! 

By CONGRESSMAN JAMES B. UTT 

During the second week in February, 1967, Congress 
engaged in its semiannual exercise of raising the debt 
limit by $6 billion for the next four months, which is the 
end of fiscal 1967. We will again be confronted in June 
of this year with a request from Treasury to increase the 
debt limit by another $10 billion. This all comes about 
because of the unprecedented spending by the Admin¬ 
istration, partially for the support of the war, and par¬ 
tially on domestic spending to expand the so-called Great 
Society. In the meantime, foreign aid spending goes on 
at an increased tempo. 

This increase in the debt limit could have been 
avoided by voting for a reduction in expenditures in the 
last Congress. Many of these expenditures might not have 
occurred if the Administration had been honest with Con¬ 
gress and with the American public. In September of last 
year, President Johnson told a news conference that the 
Administration was operating within the expenditure budget 
of $112 billion, when he knew that he was running more 
than one billion dollars a month above the estimates which 
had been furnished earlier in the year. 

At that time, there were pending before Congrss 
many appropriation bills, including “renticare, "teacher 
corps,” and many oher fringe benefits for the Great Society. 
Treasury refused to give an updated, mid-term report 
which would have revealed the true state of the budget. 
These mid-term revision reports had always been fur¬ 
nished to Congress and to the public in years past—but, 
being an election year, the public was misled. 

The Republicans on the Appropriations Committee 
said publicly, on the floor of the House, that expenditures 
were being underestimated, and that the cost of the war 
in Vietnam was being understated by $10 billion, which 
proved to be an absolute fact. And, had it not been for 
increased revenues, the current deficit would be $18 billion 
rather than $8 billion. It would even be greater were it 
not for the "hocus pocus,” higgery-jiggery” figures in 
deceitful accounting. 

Let me explain. There are only certain government 
obligations which fall within the debt-limit statute. The 
sale of Participating Certificates by Treasury does not 
fall within the debt limit, even though these Certificates 
carry the full faith and credit of the government, as to 
principal and interest, and rightfully belong within the 
debt limit. Treasury has sold more than a billion dollars 
of these Certificates and will sell an additional $2 billion 
between now and June 30th, so that with selling the $6 
billion permitted under the new law, it will actually sell 
$8 billion, $2 billion of which will be by way of this back¬ 
door gimmick. 

A month ago, Treasury Secretary Fowler announced 
with pride that he had raised a half-billion dollars and 
reduced the national debt by a half-billion dollars at the 
same time. How could this be? It is simple. He took a 
half-billion dollars of securities which do not fall under 
the national debt, and used the money to reduce the 
obligations which are under the national debt limit. So you 
can see that the credibility gap is widening as well as 
deepening. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, in testifying before our 
Committee, said that. 

If we did not raise the debt limit, he would not be able 
to send out social security checks for the month of March. 
This may be a rude awakening to twenty million recipients 
of social security, to find that the so-called trust fund does 
not even exist; outside of $4 billion in marketable securities, 
the balance is all in the form of loans to the federal gov¬ 
ernment, which in turn must tax again or borrow the 
money necessary to redeem these IOU's. 

Payments have been withheld on highway construction 
even though there is supposed to be more than $8 billion 
surplus in the highway fund—but that fund also has been 
used for general government expenses. I have always 
contended, and still do, that these trust funds should be 
invested in Triple-A securities, other than government ob¬ 
ligations, so they could be liquidated in any emergency. 

We can look forward to a deficit of upwards of $15 
billion for the coming fiscal year. The government has 
been indulging itself in advancing income which normally 
would come in the current and following year, which will 
have what might be called a "one-shot” effect, but will 
have to be replaced by other income later; and the day 
of reckoning is at hand. 

There is another deceitful method being used in the 
budget, and that is saying that the sale of Participating 
Certificates and other assets constitute a reduction in 
expenditures, for the simple reason that the money goes 
into and out of the agency without appropriation control 
by Congress. All of this is done to make the people think 
that the present Administration does not have a deficit 
as large as one deficit in the Eisenhower Administration, 
during a temporary recession. 

There has not been a balanced budget SINCE the 
Eisenhower Administration, which had a surplus in fiscal 
1961. The following figures indicate what has been hap¬ 
pening. In 1962, first full Kennedy year, regular-budget 
spending, minus Social Security and other trust funds, 
was $87.8 billion; with these funds, $107.7 billion. In the 
fifth Johnson year, regular spending will go to $135 billion, 
up about $47 billion. Add Social Security and other trust 
funds, and it will be $173 billion, up about $65 billion. 
These figures help to explain why there is a growing 
demand for a reduction in expenditures. Failure on the 
part of Congress to do this will indicate that “it’s time 
for a change.”
